MISHMAR HA’EMEK, Palestine 
(Spl.)—Despite the fact that the 
forest at this place has been the 
scene of twelve incendiary at- 
tempts by Arab vandals, seven of 
which were successful, and other 
forests have experienced similar 
arson thrusts, only 2 per cent of 
the trees of the Keren Kayemeth 
forests have been destroyed in the 
past three months, 

During the rioting 37,000 trees 
have been burned to the ground. 

At right is a picture of the Ave- 
nue of Trees in the Mishmar 
Ha’emek. Trees like these were 
fired by aroused Arabs, 

Commenting on the situation a 
statement issued by the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund declares: ‘Seven 

}times the woods of Mishmar 
Ha’emek have been fired; the Bal- 
four Forest at Ginegar four times; 
the groves of Ben Shemen twice, 
Only because the Jewish settlers 


have hastened to put out the 
flames at the risk of their lives 
from the incendiaries who lie in 


ambush, have no more than 37,000 
trees in the Keren Kayemeth for- 
ests, only 2 per cent of all their 
trees, been destroyed, Yet let not 
the number seem small. Actually, 
in terms of all the labor and funds 
devoted to those 37,000 trees until 
they grew and flourished, their de- 
struction is a very serious matter. 


“For us those burned trees at 
Mishmar Ha’emek and Ginegar 
and Ben Shemen are even more 


than tokens of the renewed fertil- 
ity of our old Palestinian earth. 
They are symbols of the great men 
in Israel and other nations in 
whose name they were planted 
and whose deeds they memorial- 
ize, Now that those forests have 
been subjected to ordeal -by fire, 
they have become doubly precious 
in our sight.”

In the face of developments in the political 
arena in the past few weeks, it is to be hoped 
that Rabbi Stephen S, Wise will abandon his an- 
nounced plan to stump the nation for Roosevelt 
this fall. 

At the time when Dr, Wise made his decision 
to campaign actively for President Roosevelt, 
Rabbi Wise had neither been elected to presi- 
dency of the Zionist Organization of America, 
nor had the holding of the World Jewish Con- 
gress, which he probably will be named to lead, 
been a foregone conclusion. In addition, the in- 
jection of the Jewish issue although more or less 
expected, into the presidential campaign was at 
that time a future occurrence which, judging 
by past events, would not have taken the out- 
spoken and public form it has achieved. If then, 
is added to these new developments the entrance 
of Father Coughlin into the presidential battle 
as a full-fledged representative of the Union Par- 
ty, it must be admitted an entirely different 
aspect will be cast upon Dr, Wise’s speaking tour 
in behalf of Roosevelt, than, could have been ex- 
pected when the arrangement was first made and 
later announced, ; 

Rabbi Wise as a prominent spiritual leader, 
and rabbi of the Free Synagogue in New York is 
not the same personage as Rabbi Wise, president 
of the Zionist Organization of America, 

The announced platforms of both parties re- 


veal so little difference in their social planks that 
Rabbi Wise’s support of Roosevelt because he 
best approaches the Jewish ideal of social better- 
ment, will no longer uphold Rabbi Wise’s decision 
as g§turdily as it did before the naming of Gover- 
nor Landon as Republican standard-bearer. Con- 
sequently if Rabbi Wise is for Roosevelt, he can- 
not otherwise be than against Landon If he is 
not otherwise be than against Landon, If he is

New Body for United Jewry Will Not Be Able Enforce Decision 


The suggestions made by James [|, Ellmann, 
Detroit Jewish leader and former Highland Park, 
Mich., judge, for the accomplishment of the 
much-discussed unity in American Jewish jife is 
worthy of consideration by all interested in the 
Jewish problem, as a step in the right direction 
and a possible solution of a problem which has 
undergone trial and effort experimentation since 
the advent of the twentieth century. 

The suggestion envisions the formation of a 
Jewish Supreme Court of Honor for the adjudica- 
tion of all disputes by Jewish organizations, “I 
think,” Mr, Ellmann wrote in The Detroit Jewish 
Chronicle last week, “we can arrive at honorable 
solutions of honorable disputes, if most of these 
would be taken in tow by a properly established 
and properly managed body of judicial charac- 
ter.” 

“Some such body,” Mr. Ellmann continued, 
“may save us from stumbling into the many false 
solutions which have been bringing us wholesale 
disappointment and grief. A body of fair and 
honest representatives—and we have many of 
these—could sit together and quietly silence 
needless wranglings as well as formulate more 
wholesome action, This would be a model tribu- 
nal where social ideals might be analyzed, tested, 
and promulgated; where conflicts involving our 
honor as a people or as individuals could be set 
at rest 

“Out of such a place a body of advisory opin- 
ions frequently with even greater than. the moral 
potency of law could emanate, In many instances, 
it could conciliate or arbitrate every sort of ma- 
jor or minor disputé involving the peace of the 
community, locally, nationally, as well as interna- 
tionally, depending in each case upon the nature 
of the specific needs, 

“The minority opinions would even be a 
healthy sign that honest differences must con- 
tinue. But at least we shall know that some ap- 
propriate forum has gone to work and has 
arrived at an agreed method of action, or non- 
action, Without that what have we? There are 
no agencies to serve us in, the face of common 
calamities, Isolated individuals propel themselves 
into acting or speaking as our representatives. 
By what right, no one knows. Hence an accepted 
form of representation must be evolved to treat 
our problems in some such manner.” 

Unquestionably a properly constituted body as 
here outlined would be a salutary force in 
American Jewish life, if its decisions could in any 


Jewish activities against the nation, and the Jews 
who are now associated with the Washington gov- 
ernment,, men like Edmondson, Pelley, James 
True, and the like, can legitimately crucify the 
Jewish people and the Jewish name on the words 
of Rabbi Wise, As their cohorts, although pos- 
sibly not as outspoken, they will have many men 
of the Republican Party, whose hate against 
Roosevelt even Democrats admit, is unaccount- 
ably bitter, and can easily attach itself to any 
Roosevelt supporter and the group that supporter, 
rightly or not, is alleged to represent, 

Father Coughlin’s espousal of the Union Party 
and Candidate Lemke’s aspirations for the presi- 
dency, cannot be compared in degree to Rabbi 
Wise’s partisan aid to the Democratic Party, al- 
though the Radio Priest has already won for him- 
self and Catholicism no end of animosity and hat 
red. Rabbi Wise is the president of the Zionist 
Organization of America; he is the duly elected 
representative and head of a great body of Jews 
of the United States, Father Coughlin is a priest, 


the representative of his own parish, and by no 
means the spokesman of the Catholic faith. 

Wherever Dr, Wise speaks it will be Rabbi 
Wise and not Dr. Wise His campaign will nor- 
mally open himself to criticism from every Re- 
publican newspaper in the nation, Whenever he 
speaks, he will make news, and front page news 
at that, The unfortunate thing about the whole 
incident is that only a few will separate Rabbi 
Wise the individual from Rabbi Wise’ the Jewish 
leader. 

In view of the new situation, it is very prob- 
able that Rabbi Wise will abandon his plans, not 
as the result of personal fear or cowardice, for no 
one has ever accused him of lack of courage, but 
because he has even in the space of the past few 
months assumed a new position in the Jewish 
community, from which only years of retirement 
will ever, and maybe not then, remove him in the 
eyes of the general public, 


manner be enforced, not by might but by Jewish 
public opinion, What happened to the Joint Con. 
sultative Committee, composed of the three and 
later the four major Jewish organizations, would 
effectively throttle the work of any Jewish Su- 
preme Court, When the American Jewish Con: 
gress took exception to the judgments of the 
Joint Consultative Committee it merely withdrew 
and followed its own wishes, The Joint Consulta. 
tive Council, composed of B’nai B'rith, American 
Jewish Committee, the Congress, and later the 
Labor Body, is today a dead issue in American 
Jewish life, because, like the Confederation of 
States of American Colonial history, it had no 
means of enforcing its decisions, 

With Jewish public opinion as weak and in- 
articulate as it showed itself in the World Jew- 
ish Congress issue, it could never be mobilized 
behind a Supreme Court as planned by Mr, EIll- 
mann, The most learned Jewish men in the 
United States, deliberating carefully and calmly, 
could no more influence any of the major Jewish 
organizations in the United States than Rabbi 
Wise could dethrone Hitler by orating against 
the Nazi regime. 

Yet the situation is not as hopeless as it 
might seem. As pointed out here before, the 
growth of unity in fund-raising throughout the 
nation, will in the very near future result in a 
concrete body of representative layman opinion, 
with the force of the combined funds raised every 
year behind them, which will demand and secure 
cooperation, arbitration and harmony on the 
American Jewish scene. Already, in practically 
every city in the nation, save except New York, 
united drives are held once yearly to raise the 
community’s quota for national and in most cases 
local relief and rehabilitation, To arrive at these 
unified drives. a cohesive communal organization 
has been a prerequisite. And it is these articulate 
bodies, only now feeling their power and re. 
sources, Which will soon demand and secure a 
unified American Jewish community, 

What structural form this unity will take is a 
matter of the future, That it may take the honor 
court tribunal, much like the Din Torah of Or- 
thodox Jewry, and Mr. Ellmann’s suggestion is 
quite possible, Mr. Ellmann’s tribunal, unimple- 
mented by enough social force to make its deci- 
sions obeyed, would be abortive in the same man. 
ner as the Joint Consultative Committee. But the 
desideratum is there and will be filled much 
sooner than is expected, 


News Item On Lower 
California 


As one fully conversant with 
the situation in Latin America, 
Mexico included, I Was _ quite 


shocked at the lack of responsibili- 
ty demonstrated by your paper in 
its issue of July 10, 1936, by the 
headline: SUGGESTS PURCHASE 
OF LOWER CALIFORNIA AS 
HAVEN FOR JEWS. 

It seems to me that above all 
“A Newspaper for American Jew- 
ry” ought to be better informed 
on conditions of Jews in Mexico 
that might be very unfavorably af. 
fected by such a screaming head- 
line. 

Furthermore, no responsible 
newspaper, much less a Jewish or- 
gan in these days of crisis for our 
people, should make such a bold 
statement merely on the basis of 
a thoughtless suggestion by some 
Jewish Mr. X., whose only claim 
to fame is apparently an. American 
Legion button, 

There is a good deal that might 
be said that you should have 
known and do not seem to have 
any idea of in connection with 
Mexico of today and of the situa- 
tion of the Jews in that country, 
But a reader’s letter is not the 
place for it. 

As a matter of fact, I was in. 
clined to pass your July 10th issue 
up entirely as another example of 
the futile Anglo-Jewish press in 
this country, However, in your 
July 17th issue; you publish on 
your editorial page a letter from 
another reader who wants a world. 
wide Jewish movement to pur- 
chase Lower California, and whose 
communication opens with the 
bold sentence: “Lower California 
is for sale.” Lest in your evident- 
ly perfect unfamiliarity with every- 
thing concerning Mexico, you al.

Pastor Says They Are Ready To Fight On The Shortest 
Notice; Tells of Investigations

Semitism among the Irish people 
in. America, In every issue of her 
papers she uses the slogan, “Don’t 
Forget Huey Long—Killed by the 
Jews,” and she repeats it in all 
her speeches. She would not in- 
terview Dr. Birkhead, he said, un- 
til he had read a number of anti- 
Semitic books to put him in a 
proper frame of mind, * 

In Beston, Birkhead investigated 
the Industrial Defense Association 
whose leader is Edward A, Hunter 
and which is one of the most ac- 
tive anti-Semitic groups in the 
cast. Hunter circulates such 
pamphlets as “Are the Jews the 
Chosen People?” and “Was Christ 
a Jew?” 

In Washington he called on 
James True of the James True 
Association and America First, 
Inc. True maintains a news serv- 
ice and distributes anti-Semitic lit- 


ence, 


The claim now brought forth by 
anti-Semites, that the Jews are 
controlling commerce in the ci- 
ties, is inconsistent, But truth 
and logic never trouble the anti- 
Semites, 

If, however, they would resort 
only to anti-Semitic propaganda 
and stop at that, the result would 
not be so tragic. But the ultimate 
aim of this' agitation is nothing 
less than blood, The Jews are 
constantly exposed to terrific op- 
pression and deprived of all oppor- 
tunities of earning a livelihood. 

In the process of driving out the 
‘Jews from their worn shops, the 
anti-Semites are using legal and,
